O.N. 72(E): —Whereas, the Election Commission of India, has by its Notification No. 464/99(1) dated 11th 
August 1999,issuedunderSections30and56oftheRepresentationofthePeople Act, 1951, (43 of 1951), appointed the 
5th September, 1999 as the date of poll in 17-Narasaraopet Parliamentary Constituency in the State of Andhra Pradesh; 
and 


2. Whereas, the Chief Electoral Officer, Andhra Pradesh, Director General of Police, Andhra Pradesh, the 
Collector and District Magistrate, Guntur, and Returning Officer for 17-Narasaraopet Parliamentary Constituency have 
reported to the Commission that there was a bomb blast in the house of one of the contesting candidates of 109-Narasaraop et 
Assembly Constituency comprised within 17-Narasaraopet Parliamentary Constituency, leading to the death of four 
persons including an independent candidate of the said assembly constituency, on the 28th August, 1999; and 

3. Whereas, after taking into account ail material circumstances as reported by the Cliief Electoral Officer, 
District Collector, Director General of Police and Returning Officer, the Election Commission vide its Order No, 464/ 
AP-HP/99, dated 31st August, 1999, has, for the reasons stated therein, come to the conclusion that it is not possible to 
take a free and fair poll in 17-Narasaraopel Parliamentary Constituency, on the date fixed as aforesaid, and has decided 
to postpone the date of poll in the said constituency to 3rd October, 1999; 

4. Now, therefore, in exercise of the powers conferred by Section 30 of the Representation of the People Act, 
1951 read with Section 21 of the General Clauses Act, 1897 (10 of 1897), the Election Commission, hereby makes the 
following amendments to its Notification dated 11th August, 1999, referred to above, namely :— 

In the Schedule enclosed to the said Notification, for the existing entry in column (3) against the name of 
17-Narasaraopet Parliamentary Constituency, specified in column (2), against Andhra Pradesh specified column (l), the 
entry “Sunday, October 3, 1999” shall be substituted.
